The Man-o'-Warsmen’s Favorite

On the North Sea a cruiser

A far-reaching measure has been 
passed by the Ontario Cabinet affect- 
ing the ultimate operation of the 
Workmen's Compensation Act, which 
wae placed upon the statute booke of 
the Province during the last session of 
the Legislature. The Act, amongst 
other powers, invested the Oommis- 
sion with the liberty of excluding cer- 
tain classes of employers and work- 
men from ite scope. 

The Order in Council, which was 
made public yesterday, effecta whole- 
sale exclusions from the Act of whole 
series of industries and of certain spec- 
ifled industries, where leas than six 
and four hands are cmc ag em The 
positign-of these excluded industries 
if mw worse than at any time since 
1885, when the old Compensation Act 
“was passed, The old Act,under which 
certain — were given to the ex- 
cluded industries, ie now repealed, 
and no substitate has been provided. 
Previously, workmen in most of the 
affected groups had a remedy where 
accidents may have been caused in 
“the ways, works or plant of the em- 
ployer, or due to obedience to orders 
of the employer.” That remedy -has 
now been removed.

_ Hew to Treat a Sprain. 


The ankle is perhaps the most 
requently sprained of all muscles, 
due either to high heels or missing 
a step in climbing or descending 
stairs or obstacles. This form of 
sprain, from its preventing the per- 
son injured from walking, is always 
serious. In a slight sprain the liga- 
ments are stretched perhaps 
@lightly lacerated, but in more se- 
vere strains they are often snapped. 
In extremely bad cases a sprain 
might even be mistaken for a frac- 
ture, and the treatment could with 
advantage be the same until expert 
advice can be secured. As the swe!l- 
ling and pain is extreme the boot or 
ghée should be immediately remov- 
ed. Sometimes it will be necessary 
to cut it away from the foot, but 
if it is taken off at once this may 
be avoided. The patient should go 
to bed and, even where the ankle 
is only slightly strained, the feet 
should be kept constantly at rest, 
and on no account should be put to 
the ground. A bandage should be 
applied firmly, and the foot raised 
upon a pillow. This complete rest 
must be maintained until the swell- 
ing and inflammation subside, but 
the foot must not be used until it is

X BERMUDA RAIN CATCH. | 


ow the Natives Provide a Supply 
of Fresh Water? 


The rain catch is an institution 
that many Bermudian householders 
adopt to provide a supply of fresh 
water for drinking and washing. 
Since there are no springs or 
brooks in the Bermudian archipel- 
ago, and nothing but brackish wa- 
ter can be obtained by driving wells 
in the porous coral rock of which 
the islands are formed, the law ob- 
liges every householder to catch and 
store away in tanks-or covered ¢is- 
terns enough rain water for his own 

se. 


u 
| Aceotdingly, the roofs of all the 


houses are pitched so as to carry 
the rain water by a aystem of gut- 
ters and pipe® into large stone 
tanks. The roofs are whitewashed 
three times a year by government 
regulation, and there is a law that 
requires every householder to keep 
his tank-in good -condition. All 
Bermudian houses are built of cor- 
al blocks, roofed over with thin 
slabs of the same material. 

Another method of collecting and 
preserving the rain water for house- 
hold purposes is the unique Bermu- 
dian rain ¢atch. It is a large, slop- 
ing basin of coral rock placed on 
a. convenient hillside to give it the 
proper pitch: The floor of the basin 
is formed by scraping away the thin 
laver of top soil so as to expose the 
coral rock. A low wall is ratsed 
about three sides of this, and a 
covered reservoir, pagtly above and 
partly below ground adjoins it at 
the foot of. the sloping runway. The 
whole thing is cemented to make it 
water-tight, and whitewashed at 
frequent intervals to keep it clean. 
The rain catch, shimmering in daz- 
zling whiteness in the bright Ber- 
mudian sunshine against a luxuri- 
ant green hillside, is one of the 
most interesting features of the 
Bermudian landscape.

The new Pope, Benedict xv..| 
made no formal announcement of | 
policy when he assumed the triple 
crown of St. Peter last September. 
But as he bad been the devoted pu- 
pil of Cardinal Rampolla, the Sec- 
retary of State of Leo XIIL., ‘fer 
twenty-five years, it was assumed 
that the Vatican under Benedict 
XV. would return to the political 
ideas and aspirations of Rampolla. 

The appointment of Bir Henry 
Howard as envoy from Great Bn- 
tain to the Holy See is the first 
indication of the papal policy, and 
a aignal diplomatic victory for the | 
Pope. To bring about estab- 
lishment of direct diplomatic rela- 
tions between England and the 
Vatican was the thing Rampolla 
labored for unceasingly from the’ 
day he entered office until he left 
it, when the late Pope, Pius X., was 
elected and took Cardinal Merry 
del Val to be his Seoretary of 
State. 

England has been the great foe 
of political Roman Catholic doc- 
trines since the days of Henry VIII. 
and Queen Elizabeth, and the es- 
tabliehment of the English Protes- 
tant Church ; and although the Eng- 
lish Sovereign maintained a repre- 
sentative in Rome as long as the 
Pope was sovereign there—which 
was until 1870—the relation was 
broken off as soon as a King of 
Italy. assumed the throne.

The Boar's Head. 

In medieval England Chrisimuas 
commenced with'a great feast, in 
which the boar's head first appear- 
ed. In many of her educational in- 
stitutions the boar’s head is still 
to be seen at Christinas dinners. 
Queen Victoria had this custom re- 
tained at her last Christmas dinner. 
The custom is a relic of the pre- 
Christmas Druidical times, when a 
boar was killed at the festival of 
the winter solstice and sacrificed to 
Frey or the goddess of peace and 
plenty. As this period is coinct- 
dent with Yuletide, the custom was 
retained, ; 

To Coleridge is given the distinc- 
tion of introducing the Christmas 
tree in England... At least it was he 
who first called public attention to 
its beauty in a letter from Ratz- 
burg. North Germany. It was ad-

ORIGIN OF PLUM: PUDDING: 


Queen Anne Gave .a Prize for the) 


Recipe. , 


The exact origin ofthe Eaglish plum 
pudding is so obscure it is difficult to 
obtain any information ether than an 
occasional note in records covering the 
early part of the eighteenth century. 
It is supposed to have been in use 
many years before this, but the first 
mention of “pudding made from flower 
a is found under the date 
0 : 


Under the same date we find an old 
book of recipes written by*the chef 
who .tad charge of the kitchen for 
King Charles IL, James IL, and Queen 
Anne. He writes: “Pudding is a Dish 
very difficult to be described, because 
of the several Sorts there are of it; 
Flower, Milk, Eggs, Butter, Sugar, 
Suet, Marrow, Raisins, ete, ete. are 
the most common Ingredients of a 
Pudding. They bake them in an Oven, 
they boll them with Meat, they make 
them fifty several Ways: Blessed be 
he that invented Pudding for it fe a 
Manna that hits all Sorts of People; a 
Manna better than that of the Wilder- 
ness. because the People are never 
weary of it. Ah, what an excellent 
Thing is an English Padding.” 


In the latter part of the same year 
Queen Anne offered a prize of two 
guineas for the best plum pudding 
recipe and out of 6500 answers she
